This  book  recounts  the  story  of  gun 
manufacturer  Samuel  Colt  and  his 
wife,  Elizabeth,  who  together 
turned  a  company  into  an  empire 
and  a  name  into  a  legend.  It  is  a 
tale  of  two  lives  caught  up  in 
profound  social  and  economic 
change,  of  a  great  fortune  amassed 
and  expended,  of  the  rise  of  a  new 
industry  and  the  transformation  of 
an  American  city. 

Beginning  with  an  account  of 
Sam  Colt's  early  failures  as  both 
inventor  and  businessman,  William 
Hosley  traces  the  development  in 
the  pre-Civil  War  years  of  the 
notorious  Colt  revolver — "The  Gun 
That  Won  the  West" — into  the  first 
truly  global  manufacturing  export 
in  U.S.  history.  At  their  peak,  Colt 
armories  in  Hartford  and  London 
produced  as  many  as  50,000  guns  a 
year — part  of  a  thriving,  technologi- 
cally advanced  arms  industry  that 
made  the  Connecticut  River  Valley 
the  "Silicon  Valley"  of  the  Victorian 
age. 

Although  Sam  became  an  inter- 
national celebrity  and  symbol  of 
American  enterprise,  it  was  Elizabeth 
who  made  sure  the  Colt  legacy 
would  endure.  Following  her 
husband's  premature  death  in  1862 
and  the  subsequent  destruction  of  the 
Hartford  armory  by  fire,  she  rebuilt 
the  factory  and  launched  a  forty-year 
campaign  of  civic  memorialization.  A 


patron  of  the  arts,  she  endowed 
parks,  museums,  public  statuary,  and 
other  memorials  that  glorified  her 
family  and  earned  her  the  status  of 
"first  lady"  of  Connecticut. 

Accompanying  the  text  are  more 
than  100  black-and-white  and  50 
color  illustrations  depicting  the 
world  of  Sam  and  Elizabeth,  from 
Coltsville,  the  "utopian"  community 
they  built  for  their  workers,  to 
Armsmear,  the  palatial  home  in 
which  they  resided.

In  1955,  the  independent  small 
owners  who  made  up  Maine's  lobster 
fishery  broke  with  tradition  and 
established  the  Maine  Lobstermen's 
Association  (MLA),  a  cooperative 
formed  to  bargain  with  wholesalers 
for  better  lobster  prices.  But  when  the 
MLA  called  for  strikes  in  1957  after 
prices  dropped  for  the  second  year  in 
a  row,  dealers  refused  to  negotiate 
and  brought  the  U.S.  Justice  Depart- 
ment into  the  dispute.  Soon  the 
federal  government  indicted  the  MLA 
under  the  Sherman  Antitrust  Act  and 
at  the  ensuing  trial,  weathered 
lobstermen  in  workshirts  matched 
wits  with  a  team  of  government 
lawyers  from  New  York  City.

Formisano  offers  a  lucid  description 
of  the  romance  and  reality  of  the 
Maine  lobster  industry,  the  strike,  the 
trial,  and  the  aftermath  of  the 
controversy.

Robert  Frost  has  long  dominated  the 
public's  image  of  New  England 
poetry,  but  who  are  the  poets  who 
follow  him  in  time  and  how  have 
they  expressed  their  visions  of  the 
landscape,  the  individual,  and  the 
community?  This  volume  brings 
together  the  work  of  thirty  distin- 
guished poets  to  convey  the  vitality 
and  variety  of  the  region's  poetic 
creation  during  much  of  the  twen- 
tieth century. 

The  book  is  divided  into  four 
sections,  each  beginning  with  a  Frost 
poem  as  a  touchstone,  followed  by 
thirty  additional  poems  (one  by  each 
poet)  addressing  a  common  theme. 
The  first  section,  "The  Will  of  the 
Wind,"  illustrates  the  changing 
perception  of  our  place  in  the  natural 
world.  In  the  second  section,  "My 
Own  Desert  Places,"  the  poets  turn 
their  gaze  from  the  visible  world  to 
the  inner  world  of  the  psyche.  In 
"Fences,"  they  explore  the  relation- 
ship between  the  individual  and 
society,  with  an  emphasis  on  the 
walls  that  sometimes  prevent  us  from 
becoming  a  community.  The  final 
section,  "The  Road  There,"  demon- 
strates that  poems,  although  they 
offer  no  cures,  can  at  least  diagnose 
our  ills  and  point  the  way  to  a 
healing. 

Henry  Lyman  has  selected  the 
poets,  arranged  their  work  chrono- 


logically by  birth  date,  and  written  a 
brief  introduction  to  each  section. 
The  anthology  is  by  no  means 
comprehensive,  nor  is  it  an  attempt 
to  establish  a  "canon"  of  New 
England  poets.  Rather  it  is  simply  a 
selection  of  notable  poems  chosen 
for  their  clarity,  depth,  and  common 
ground.  For  the  student  or  general 
reader,  there  is  no  better  introduc- 
tion to  the  range  and  richness  of 
New  England  poetry. 


HENRY  LYMAN  is  the  host  and 
producer  of  "Poems  to  a  Listener,"  a 
program  of  readings  and  interviews 
with  poets,  which  has  been  aired  on 
more  than  fifty  National  Public 
Radio  stations.

Lost  Generation.  Beat  Generation. 
Generation  Gap.  Generation  X.  In 
contemporary  American  popular 
culture,  such  terms  have  been 
commonplace — a  shorthand  way  of 
defining  the  spirit  of  an  era  by 
distinguishing  the  younger  genera- 
tion from  its  elders.

ture, culminating  in  the  "Young 


America"  phenomenon  of  the  1840s 
and  1850s. 

By  reveahng  the  shifting  meaning 
of  language  over  time,  including  its 
gendered  implications,  Obedient 
Sons  challenges  historians  to  rethink 
many  long-standing  assumptions 
about  the  way  Americans  have 
understood  their  relationship  to  the 
past  and  the  future.

assimilation  and  revision  of  du 
Bellay.  Finally,  David  Lee  Miller 
provides  a  challenge  to  the  very 
possibility  of  literary  biography.
